STATE SOON TO HAVE A 
PLUMBING INSPECTOR

Columbus. June l.—Acting 
under 
the new law establishing 
a 
state 
plumbing department, the state board 
of health, ai its next regular meet­ 
ing, to be held at Cleveland, June 2b. 
will select a state plumbing Inspector 
To be eligible to this office the ap­ 
pointee must be a legal resident of 
the state with 10 years’ experience in 
the plumbing business. 
The inspec­ 
tor is given power to inspect plumb­ 
ing In all public and private build­ 
ings and condemn it if it is unsani­ 
tary and detrim ental to the public 
health. 
The law does not apply to 
cities which have plumbing 
codes. 
The board will try to keep politics out 
of the appointment.
